more influence. In 1882, none of the slavehold-; 
| ing States voted for Mr. Clay, except Kentucky. | 
| With this exception, and South Carolina, they all 
| voted for Andrew Jackson. In 1828 none of the 
| slaveholding States voted for John Quincy Adams | 
except Maryland, which gave him 6 votes out of 
/11, the then number of her Electors. In 1824, 
{when the same gentleman was elected, though 
/not by the Electors, he received but 5 electoral 
| votes, out of 94 polled by those States. In 1820 
| there was no contest; all the electoral votes save 
jone, being given to James Munroe. In 1816, 
| when Rufus King was run against James Mon- 
lroe, the former received not a single vote from 
| the slaveholding States. In 1812, De Witt Clin- 
| ton received the votes ef Virginia, and 5 out of 
‘11 from Maryland; making a total of 30 votes 
from the slaveholding States; while the same 
| States gave 70 votes for Madison. We will go 
| back no further. Taking the aggregate of the 
electoral votes in the slaveholding States at the 
| six elections just enumerated, only FORTY-oNR, 
ont of SIX HUNDRED AND EIGHT, were given to 
Northern candidates. From 1816 inclusive, to 
| 1836 not inclusive, (twenty years,) only ELEVEN 
| electoral votes out of five hundred and fifteen, have 
| been given by slaveholding States to northern can- 
| didates for the Presidency. This is a remarkable 
| fact, and one which we have never before stated. 
| Further—of the eleven votes spoken of, all but 
|2 were given by Maryland, which is fast getting 
i rid of slavery, and whose sympathies are there- 
‘fore not peculiarly allied, en this point, to the 
other slaveholding States. The remaining 2 
| were given to John Quincy Adams, in 1824, by 
‘the State of Louisiana, At the same time she 
| gave 33 votes for Gen. Jackson; so that, with the 
l'exception of Maryland in 1828, no slaveholdin 
State has given its electoral vote for a Northern 
|candidate, from 1812 until the present time.— 
Even Maryland in 1828, went fora Northern can- 
|didate by a majority of only 1 vote.—6 of her 
| Electors having voted for Adams, and 5 for Jack-

the independence of Texas will be recognized by 
our Government, until she has vindicated her

}ernment de facto, clothed with all the attributes 
‘of sovereignty and independence. When this 
| event shall occur, this question as well as that of 
| her voluntary admission into the Union, may be 
safely coufided to the only constitutional tribu-

The mother and daughter resided in a 
house of disreputable character in William street, 
and at a late hour on Friday night, a man who 
lodged in the house heard a person scream loud- 
ly in the prisoner’s apartment, and on entering it 
found the prisoner holding her mother by the 
throat, and endeavoring to prevent her rising, the 
lower part of the old woman’s clothes being at 
the same time enveloped in flames. The man 
who entered the room immediately attempted to 
rescue the unfortunate old woman, but her daugh- 
ter fought like a fury to prevent him, and it was 
not until a third person entered the room, that 
the prisoner permitted any assistance to be ren- 
dered her unfortunate parent.
